Tho 


speed conditions were not of the best, 
as one of the roughest seas in mnuy 
days was kicked up by 
u northeast 


wind. 


Notwithstanding 
this, 
the supeib 


ahip, it is wired, made an average 
speed per kuot quite beyond what her 
contract calls for. 


Today's test is for speed only, There 


will be no testing of the batteries or 
turrets. The trial for speed alone, how- 
ever, is a much more complicated pro- 
ceeding than most people imagine. Take 
the case of Chief Engineer lloelker, for 
instance. A dozen assistants are re- 
quired to make observations ut various 
points for his portion of the work 
alone. 


Twenty-two different computations 


have to be made after the trial is ended, 
lofore the official report can be made. 
That work will occupy six or seven 
aours after returning to Boston. 


Marking the course of thirty-three

As the 
ship returns over the same course, this 
makes, technically, eleven observrtion 
stations.

If the average is (sixteen 
knots an hour, or faster, the Kearsarge 
will return to Boston sometime about 
sunset with u new broom at her masthead 
Nobody expects any other outcome for 
the race. The ship is expected to prove 
a revelation in point of speed, which wil 
class her as one of the fleetest among 
the "bulldogs of the sea."

Origin of Life Insurance. 


The practice of insuring human lives 


first came into use two hundred years 
ago—to be exact, on October 6, 169!)— 
and credit for being the first to give 
real life to the movement is due to 
the Rev. Dr. William Assheton, oi Lon- 
don. 
On the date above mentioned the 


Insurance Society for 'the Benefit o£ 
Widows and Orphans was incorporat- 
ed m London, its statutes and bylaws 
being framed In accordance with the 
views set forth in a book, which was 
published in 1661, and which was en- 
titled "Natural and Political Investiga- 
tions in Regard to the Current Lists 
of Births and Deaths." 


John Graunt, a wealthy. Londoner, 


was the author,of this book, and As- 
sheton was so impressed when he read 
it that he at once took steps to form a 
life insurance company. He succeeded, 
but not without much difficulty, and 
among the provisions of this first com- 
pany were the folowing: A married 
man, 
not more than thirty yeais old, 


could be Insured for £1,000, one not 
more, than forty for £500, and one not 
more than sixty for £300. Sailors and 
persons travelling to distant countries 
would not be insured, and suicides, as 
well as those condemned to death, lost 
the benefits of their Insurance. 


The company flourished during the 


first year, but soon afterward the di- 
rectors learned to their cost that the 
expenditure was much in excess of the 
receipts, and consequently they raised 
•the rate considerably. This did not 
help them jnuch, however, and the re- 
sult was that Parliament finally came 
to their relief by granting the company 
an annual subsidy of £3,000. From this 
time forward the company did a good 
business and it was not long before 
similar

were 
started 


throughout Europe, as well as in this 
country.

FORMING CORSET TRUST. I 


TORPEDO BOAT. »J 


It Answers All Requirements in 


Severe Test. 
j 


Greenport, N. Y., Sept. 24.—The sub- 


marine torpedo boat made a remark- 
able good Bhowiug during the practice 
run. The trials were made over the 
course in Little Pcconic Bay, which 
will be used for the Government testa 
to be held later. The vessel was re- 
cently overhauled, ami during the run 
Friday showed a considerable increase 
of speed. The new duing apparatus 
for operating the steering engines 
worked successfully, the boat getting 
under water and completely out, of 
sight in quick time. Besides diving, 
running to the surface, and under 
water for a length of time, torpedo 
practice was Indulged in. 


The torpedo used was of the regula- 


tion Whitehead type and similar in de- 
sign to tliose used on the smaller ves- 
sels of the United States Navy. Suffi- 
cient air was stored in the air chamber 
of the torixMlo to give it a radius of 
action of about r>0!) yards. The trial 
was in sending the boat over a mile 
course submerged, at the end of which 
it come to the surface and the tor- 
pedo discharged from tl<e tube, which 
is about five feet below the surface of 
the water. The run under the water 
wns made in about ten minutes. 


The torpedo Mas successfully dis- 


charged from the tulx*. but owing to 
what is thought to have been a dis- 
arangeinent of some of the mechanism 
the 
torpedo, 
instead of 
taking a 


straight course, took a downward turn, 
aud the volume of muddy water sent 
up showed that It struck the bottom 
about tifty feet from the bow of the 
boat. 


After the torpedo had been discharg- 


ed Mr. W. It. Kckert, consulting en- 
gineer for the Standard Electric Com- 
pany of California and also for 1h< 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco, 
which company built the battleship 
Oregon, the cruiser Olympia, and scv 
eral of the fast torpedo boats, went on 
board to inspect the vessel, and also to 
examine the machinery while N!IC 
running under waier. He said, when 
asked about the boat nnd its perform- 
ance: 


''I am very much pleased with the 


exhibition, nnd am convinced there is 
no trouble for the Itoat to do all that 
is claimed for it. I have been on the 
trial trips of many of the new vessels 
built for the (Jo\eminent, and would 
say I would rather be and f«el safer in 
the Holland boat when under water 
than in the engine or lire rooms of any 
ol the fast torpedo boats. I consider 
her absolutely safe." 


CELESTIALS BARRED OUT OF 


MANILLA. 


Believed That the Admission of Chi- 


nese to the Philippines Would 
Have an Unfavorable Effect— The 
Action Taken Upheld by Members 
of the Cabinet. 
Washington, Sept. 24.— In the ab- 


sence from the city of Secretary Hay, 
acting Secretary of State Hill attended 
the Cabinet meeting to discuss a re- 
quest made by the Chinese Minister, 
Wu Ting Fang. The Minister has ask- 
ed in behalf of his Government that a 
shipload of 700 Chinese be landed in 
the Philippines. The ship has already 
reached port, but the Chinese are pre- 
vented by our military officers from 
lauding on account of the Chinese ex- 
clusion regulations. 


The desire of the Chinese to land 


seems to have awakened some un- 
phosant suspicions among officers of 
the administration. Alter the Cabinet 
meeting one of the members said that 
It had been decided to maintain the cx- 


law In the Philippines "for 


militaiy reasons." When asked to ex- 
plain what these military reasons were 
the Cabinet ofllcor said that it was 
haidly proper to make any statement 
about IT now. He was asked if the 
Administration 
suspected that the 


Chinese were to be enlisted in tlie iu- 
hiirgent army nnd he replied after some 
hesitation. "Not exactly." 


No doubt was left that the President 


and members of the Cabinet believe 
that the admission of the Chinese 
would tend to ha\e a direct unfa\or- 
able effect on the military situation, al- 
though it could not be learned iu spe- 
cilic terms what was expected to re- 
•ult form granting admission. Secre- 
tary lioot was directed to send a des- 
pntch to Gen. Otis asking for further 
Information rcg.nding the Chinese and 
their object in M'eking admission to the

Department. Notwithstanding 


many appeals that have been received 
from private sources to protect our 
citizens from such impressment, it is 
not regarded as necessary to change 
In any wjiy the well-established policy 
in the department in dealing with such 
subjects. 


It is possible for an American to lose 


his United States citizenship by long 
residence in the Transvaal by concen- 
trating his business there, by failure to 
clearly establish his intention to re- 
turn to the United States, and in other 
ways. In such cas-es the State Depart- 
ment, cannot demand exemption, nn? 
It is conceivable that there are a num- 
ber of individuals of this status in the 
Transvaal. But all actual American 
citizens will be fully protected and al 
of their exemptions will be upheld by 
the United States Government.

It is believed that this pa- 
per, which met with the unanimous ap- 
proval of Mr. Chamberlain's colleagues, 
will be published as soon as received 
by the Boer government on Monday or 
at the latest on Tuesday."

The Wiliuing- 
ou was gone six weeks, during which 
hue It ascended the river from Para 
0 Yquitos, Peru. It would have been 
KiJWlble for him to have proceeded 400 
iiiles further up the river, as it is 
lavlgable to that extent, and ho had 
1 Hulticient supply of coal. 
He at- 


empeted to buy coal at Yquitos, but 
ound there was only thirty-live tons 
>f coal in the whole city, which the in- 
labitants declined to sell to him. 
The river, according to Commander 
rodd'fl description, is a marvel. "It is 
ilmost as broad at Yquitos as it is at 
*ara,'' he says. "Twwnty-flve hundred 
nYes from its mouth It is a mile and 
hwje-quarters wide and fourteen feet 
|CM\). Ocean-going steamers can ascend 
he river us far as Yquitos. The* com- 
iierce borne on its mighty bosom is 
something wonderful. All sorts of river 
•raft ply up and down the river, from 
he ocean-going steamers to the India 
•libber seeker in bis light canoe, 
Dur- 


ng the trip I was charged with the 
mestigatlon of the flora and the fauna 
>f the region, with the investigation of 
he topography of the country, and also 
Carried a message of good will from 
he United States Government to the 
wople of the Interior of Brazil. A list 
)f rare and valuable animals desired 
>y the Smithsonian institution 
was 


sent to me, and 1 think I secured all 
the animals mentioned. They were all 
shipped to the institution some time 
igo, and are now at the Zoo In Wash- 
ington. Among them was what I be- 
lieved to be the largest eagle In cnp- 
llvity. It Is a specimen of the Harpy 
pagle. and, although a young bird, 
stands about four feet high. It con- 
sumes about five pounds of raw meat 
Inily. The bird was presented by the 
Smithsonian by the Governor of Atna- 
Konas. 


Much of the alleged information 


ibout the Amazon appears to have been 
Ihe work of dreamers aud romancers. 
As we ascended the river I constantly 
referred to the encyclopaedia to verify 
Information In them concerning the 
river, and frequently discovered grave 
errors. While many districts claim the 
honor of possessing the head waters 
of the Amazon, it is certain that this 
mighty river rises in the mountains on 
the west coast of South Atrica and 
drains the eastern watershed. 
It re- 


ceives many tributaries'from Peru. Bo- 
li\ia. Columbia and other countries. 
Great jealousy exists as t» just where 
the Amazon begins, but it Is certain it 
can be ascended in a direct line far in- 
to Peru. The current is quite swift, 
averaging from three to five knots per 
hour. Vegetation along the banks of 
the Amazon is gorgeous and profuse, 
forming almost an impassable Jungle. 
Islands are often formed by the s\\ift 
current and 
then literally scoured 


away. Sometimes, however, seeds are 
carried on to thes*» islands, and the 
growth of vegetation Is so rapid that 
the surfac* Is soon covered with grass 
nncl trees, and the islands become per- 
manent. 


The principle industry nlcmg the Am- 


azon is the production of rubber. I am 
inclined to believe the rubber industry 
is seriously threatened by the great in- 
roads now being made on the source 
of supply. 
Thousands of people are 


going from southern Brazil and else- 
where Into the Amazon country to en- 
gage In the business. This territory has 
never been thoroughly explored and no 
adquatc information can be had as to 
how far back from the river the forest 
of rubber trees extends. Consequently 
it is Impossible to correctly estimate 
the visible supply, but this much is cer- 
tain, that with the employment of the 
present method the supply must be 
rapidly diminishing. While those who 
hold concessions for enormous tracts 
of the rubber land claim that they are 
gathering the production in such a 
manner as not to injure the growth and 
productiveness of the tree, it is impos- 
sible for them to protect their land 
from the ravages of the independent 
rubber hunter All that Is known al»out 
these men is that they slip off into the 
forest In their canoes and return with 
a canoe full of rubber. 


With raw rubber at a dollar a pound 


nt Para, the profits of rubber hunting 
are enormous, and. as in the gold-min 
Ing region, everything else is neglected 
for the one product. The highest prices 
are paid for ordinary necessities, whlcl 
could be easily produced in that region 
were it not that everybody is intent 
on securing rubber. 


The coffee merchants are complain 


ing bitterly because of the low price 01 
coffee. This is largely due to the grea 
Abundance of coffee, but the merchants 
claim that the principal trouble lies 
10 the great adulteration of coffee. 


Complaints about the low prices o 


Sontli American products are heart 
all along the coast. In the West Indie 
the coinptalnt hi that sugar dors no 
bring what U did years ago. In Dutch 
Guiana they wiy the price of cocoa i 
constantly falling, In Brazil it is th 
price of coffee. And in the Argentin 
Republic the prlc* of hide*, which 
gives cause for complaint. Yet there 
ntf grrot opportunities for the building 
up of an enormous commerce be twee 
America and the interior of Brazil.

CELESTIALS BARRED OUT OF 


MANILLA. 


Believed That the Admission of Chi- 


nese to the Philippines Would 
Have an Unfavorable Effect—The 
Action Taken Upheld by Members 
of the Cabinet, 
Washington. Sept. 24.—In the ab- 


sence from the city of Secretary Hay, 
acting Secretary of State Hill attended 
the Cabinet meeting to discuss a re- 
quest made by the Chinese Minister, 
Wu Ting Fang. The Minister has ask- 
ed in behalf of his Government that a 
shipload of 700 Chinese be landed iu 
the Philippines. The ship has already 
readied port, but the Chinese are pre- 
vented by our military officers from 
lauding on account of the Chinese ex- 
clusion regulations. 


The desire of the Chinese to land 


seems to have awakened some un- 
pleasant suspicions among officers of 
the administration. After the Cabinet 
meeting one of the members said that 
It had been decided to maintain the ex- 
cluslon law in the Philippines "for 
luihtaiy reasons." When asked to ex- 
plain tthat these military reasons were 
the Cabinet officer said that it was 
hardly proper to make any statement 
about Ir now. He was asked if the 
Vdministration 
suspected that the 


Chinese were to be enlisted in the in- 
surgent army and he replied after some 
hesitation. "Not exactly." 


>\o doubt was left that the President 


and members of the Cabinet believe 
that the admission of the Chinese 
would tend to have a direct unfavor- 
able eilect on the military situation, al- 
though it could not be learned iu spe- 
cific terms what was expected to re- 
sult form granting admission. Secre-

Americans in the Transvaal. 


Washington. Sept. 24.—Xo American 


citizen 
in the 
Transvaal Republic 


stands in danger of impressment into 
the Boer army, in the opinion of the 
State 
Department. 
Notwithstanding 


many appeals that have been received 
from private sources to protect our 
citizens from such impressment, it is 
not regarded as necessary to change 
in any way the well-established policy 
in the department in dealing with such 
subjects. 


It Is possible for an American to lose 


his United States citizenship by long 
residence in the Transvaal by concen- 
trating his business there, by failure to 
clearly establish his intention to re- 
turn to the Ignited States, and in other 
ways. In such cases the State Depart- 
ment, cannot demand exemption, and 
it is conceivable that then; are a num- 
ber of individuals of this status in the 
Transvaal, But all actual American 
citizens will be fully protected aud all 
of their exemption^ will be upheld by 
the United SHates Government. 


To Divide tho Philippines. 


Washington, Sept. 24.—A plan is un- 


der consideration -it the War Depart- 
ment to create an army division ol the 
Philippines aud divide it into depart- 
ments on a basis similar to that in 
Cuba. 
The idea Is to create four depart- 


ments in tlie Philippines, at least throe 
of them to be commanded by Major 
Generals. The Philippines have been 
known as the Department of the 
Pacific. It is expected that one depart- 
ment of the proposed new division will 
consist of (Ion. MacArthur's command 
north of Manila, another will be Gen. 
Lawton's command, south of Manila, 
aud a third will be a new command 
to operate from Lingajren or Dagupon. 
Tho fourth department will probably 
consist of the troops in the islalids 
south of Manila, which include the 
commands now at Iloilo, Cebu, and 
otlvr points 


Tho scheme has not yet taken such 


definite form as to determine the com- 
ands of the division aud departments. 
There is little doubt, however, that 
Lav ton and MaoArtlmr will remain 
wlioru they now are, and probably the 
command In the islands south will be 
under a Brisadior General. Another 
ofhcer will have to be selected for the 
department in the far northern part 
of the island at the lermlnus of the 
Dagupen Uailroad. 


The plan is to give each department 


commander all the troops that can be 
successfully operated and also insure 
sufficient garrisons for all points tiken 


Protection to the peaceable trills is

he heavy cargo made it 9.30 o'clock 
Before the pilot went ou to the bridge 
and gave orders. We had noticed while 
wandering around the streets of Hono- 
ulu that women were stringing 
the 


most;, beautiful flowers while seated 
right ou the side walks, but we did not 
ppreciate them until just btfore sail 
ng, when our friends who had left us 
at Honolulu returned laden with these 
native flowers and adorned us with 
hern. It is a Hawaiian custom and a 
rery pretty one. Among the new cabin 
>assengers that joined us were two white 
maiden ladies, and with them came a 
>arty of their native friends, their faces 
haded from the olive to the copper, 
Chey wrapped large silk Hawaiian fiagi 
around the two ladies, and nearly ^cov- 
ered them with these pretty stringed 
flowers. A male quartet was in the 
jarty and for the few hours we waited, 
joth vocal and instrumental music was 
iven, and the new musical tones were 


novel as well as pleasing to the ear. 
After a while they danced on the decks, 
and as I looked at the difference in the 
color in the faces, I thought that 'the 
mixing up of the racei would hardly go 
n New England. 
Then it came to me 


,hal the natives have black straight hair 
and equally as black eyes and were not 
nogrose and that the white male dan 
rjers were being honored, because in the 
worn faces of the ladies could be found 
•laiuis of royalty, while the white males, 
while handsome and fair, were still halt 
breeds. 
After a -\\hile the orshestia 


started up a weird and peculiar music, 
and accon: panied it by cries in the na- 
ture of a challenge. Then a young man 
began dancing, and finally a lady re- 
sponded and fctood before him dancing 
and the excitement began. The dauce 
was kept up amid the waving of the 
Hawaiian flags the ladies carried. 
Then 


came the applause of the lookers on. I 
turned to a gentleman nearby, and in- 
quiring, "What is that dance?" He re- 
plied, 
"That's the Hula dancs, the 


Hawaiian dance." I afterwards learned 
that this dance is always given at the 
banquets and funerals of Hawaiian roy 
ality, and that they can see no harm in 
it. A party of the Hula dancers are at 
the Omaha .exposition, and will be in 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 2d at the 
banquet given m honor of the ex Queen 
Liiiuokalani, who is there.

vid left Honolulu the day ^we did, and 
has forwarded the native foods, such as 
taro, and fishes packed in ice especially 
for the occasion.

•while in the minority at Honolulu, still 
run the whole show, and despite the 
thousands of Chinese, Japs and the na- 
tives that reside there, the city is dis- 
tinctly

MIDDLE-WEIGHTS. 


Conditions and Facts Concerning the 


Title to Champion. 


Kid McCoy is sincere m his attempt 


to get on a match with Bob Kitzsim- 
roous for the middleweight champion- 
ship. 
He has made every possibi 


kind of an overture to Lanky Bob for 
a contest. 


For some reason ritzMnunom, will 


not match with the Hoosier fighter. 
His refusal is certainly not prompted 
by the fear that such a match would j 
not be a paying one from a box-office 
standpoint. 
Fitz.simmon's defeat by 


Jeffries should not have s dampening 
effect on such a contest. 
The match 


with McCoy would invohe new con- 
ditions and a, championship title which 
is distinct from the one now held by 
tho Californian. Fits; gave his weight 
the night he fought Jeffries at lots 
pounds.

10* &*••« Theory and RulM of 
the Ute of the Discard 


There seems to be some fjtality in 


whist which makes it Impossible (or 
two persons to agree upon any par- 
ticular scheme of arbitrary conven- 
tions, especially In the discard*, with- 
out coming to grief. How often we see 
two player* coming together in a com- 
pass game for tlie first time and agree- 
ing to play some pet scheme which 
cue or the other fancies, and how car* 
lously the deals In that particular 
game seem set up to beat that very 
system. If they agree to discard in 
a certain way, along comes a hand 
in which tlie system drops about five 
tricks. As n modern writer says, all 
such schemes are either a waste of In- 
genuity or an insult to the intelligence 
of the partner. There never can be 
an absolute rule for anything In whist, 
because each baud presents its own 
difficulties which may be solved by the 
common-sense player in his own way. 


About the only general rule for Un- 


common-sense discard 
is to thro'.v 


away the suit which yon don't want 
your partner to lead. That does not 
mean that you are not willing for the 
adversaries to lead it up to or through 
you; on the contrary, such a thing may 
be exactly to jour taste. 
A player 


should be free at all times to discard 
according to the best interests of his 
own hand agreeably to his judgment 
of the situation and without fear that 
ills partner will be tempted to do 
something foolish just because a cer- 
tain suit or a particular card has been 
discarded. 
If you see that you will probably have 
two discards and you want to show 
your strong suit to your partner, you 
cau usually do so by discarding both 
the others. 
The style of discarding 


frequently follows a speculative- lerad 
ol short trumps when your partner 
SB found able to continue them. If one 
suit has already been shown, especial- 
ly by the adversaries, one discard will 
best suit. If your best suit is known, 
a discard may be useful in showing 
discard of your own suit, especially if 
established, it should be a positive indi- 
cation that yon have, a re-entry in the 
suit you keep, and such a. discard w ill 
usually show that the ic entry card is 
not an nee, or yon would not be keep- 
ing a guard to it. 


If your partner discards tlie same 


suit twice, it will usually be found 
that he does not care which of the oth- 
ers you lead to him and wants you to 
lead the best .suit lor yourself. This 
should prompt you to lead tlie best 
card you hsne of such a suit, regard- 
less of number, t-o that he may know 
on the first round exactly what high 
cards are out against him. If your 
partner discards the adversaries' suits 
you may be pretty sure that he wishes 
you to piny jour hand without any re- 
gard to him, as he is probahlj in the 
high grass with a surprise, party for 
some one. 


It is frequently good policy, how- 


ever, not to discard (he adversaries' 
suit, even at the risk of breaking up 
your hand, ('.specially if such n dis- 
card will enable them to place the re- 
maining cards in their suit. They may 
be plajmg a \eiv forward game in 
order to make a ceitain suit. 
When 


the time comes (o get back to the suit, 
the player holding it may take some 
sort of finesse w Inc li will spoil tho 
whole thing at once. Just 
because 


ho is in doubt as to tlie exact location 
of a simile card. 
If you discard tlie 


suit, your card mny give him the key 
to tlie whole .situation. Tins is espe- 
cially true of situations in which the 
second best and one small are still out 


__ igiimst the 
strong hand. 
If 
those 


"cards are duidcd between 
yourself 


and your paitiur, yon having the 
small one. and von discard it, tlie 
player immediately sees that his suit 
is established, because he can catch tho 
only one out against him with one 
load. 
If you decline to discard this 


small card, letting go something valn- 
iblo in another suit, he will naturally 
conclude, when yea play the small one 
«econd hand, for Instance, that jou 
are keeping it as a guard to the sec- 
ond-best and he will lines<=e against 
you, 
letting your partner's second-best 


win a trick.

Coining Prices. 


The reduction in tho price of bi- 


cycles from $1.10 to less than a third 
of that amount has weighed heavily 
upon the minds of the manufacturers 
who entered the wlieel trust. Tlie 
combination was undoubtedly nvule 
with the purpose of advancing prices 
to a point that would restore ,-!t least 
a part of the old fabulous profits, but 
it i>. doubtful if it can be made a suc- 
cess. Too many independent 
manu- 


facturers are in existence who are free 
to extend their trade by ofiering evoiy 
possible inducement m tlie way of 
price and quality, such as individual 
competition sns?s;e«t<. One of these 
has just issued a circular, in which he 
has the following to say: 


"We have a thoroughly organized 


and profitable business, both in lire- 
arms and bicycles, and there is no ne-

Tandem. 


concerning whether 


a woman should be seated ou tlie 
front or roar of i tandem has been 
progressing for many years, the points 
of contention being usually •whethi-r 
the forward or rearward position was 
most dangerous, where the uiofet work 
had to be done, \\here the most weight 
should be. and the matter of compet- 
ent steering. It seems to be unde- 
termined yet whether a woman should 
ride before or behind in most cases, 
but common sense says before, and 
for more than one reason. The wom- 
an is usually the lightest. It is more 
awkward for her 1o mount on the 
renr. She makes n better appearance 
in front. The front is the seat of 
honor. These reasons are conclusive 
and sufficient. 


Rieycle Bearings. 


According to exports tho neglect of 


hearings is a prolific source ot" injury 
to bicycles. A loose bearing causes 
extra friction and extra strain. The 
machine runs badly and wears out 
much 
more 
quickly. An ovortight 


bearing is almost as bad. A bearing 
should he adjusted until there is ab- 
solutely no side play. The act of se- 
curing the nuts, however. somptim<?s 
overtightens the bearing, and for this 
reason the wheel should be spun after 
the nuts have ben tightened. If the 
wheel stops at all suddenly it is a 
sign that the bearing is over-tight, and 
it should be simply slackened.

The march from the depot to tbe 


landing was led by Assistant Marshal 
West and a platoon of police, compnt- 
ing Oflicers Anderson, Burns, Murphy, 
Hilton, Shannon, Hulbrook, Hurley, 
Kobinson and Kelly. Behind the blue- 
coats came Major J. Alonzo Greene, the 
commander of the veterans, in an im 
pobing attitude oil a grey horse. The 
Vet%themselves came after, in ranks of 
five. 


The members of the command were 


all in full dress uniform, with side arms, 
and as a body they made a fine appear- 
ance, just as the Amoskeag Veterans 
always do in a pitade 
The sidewalks 


were thronged with people, who ap- 
pluded the matching men more than 
once. 


Those who went out on the Viking 


had a light lunch sjrved to them on the 
boat, and this afternoon at 4 o'clock the 
entire party sat down to an elaborate 
banquet at the lloekiaghani.

The Viking arrived back from the 


Shoals at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 1* 
was so rough outside that two-thirds of 
the party were very sick. Nothing was 
seen of the Kearsarge, and not even a 
stake boat was sighted.
